Greenfield Community College has 
been awarded a software grant from Auto- 
Desk, Inc. of Sausalito, CA which will great- 

expand the a Secrets - 

computer-a instruction. The 
award includes Autocab software, which 
is the largest selling CAD package for mi- 
crocomputers, along with additional train- 
ing aids. The software will be installed on 
IBM ible microcomputers in the 
College Micro-CAD Laboratory and in the 
newly remodeled Academic Computer 
Center so that four workstations for Auto- 
CAD will be available for students in the 
drafting courses. During the fall semester, 
ineering science and electronics tech- 
rlogy students in EGR 107 (Engineering 
Graphics |) will be — drafting skills 
manually and be exposed fo the AutoCAD 
system as well. In the spring semester, stu- 
dents electing EGR | (Engineerin 
Graphics I!) will be trained to use AutoCA 
and other microcomputer-based CAD 
jes. in addition, those in the Col- 
‘s new Computer-Aided Drafting Certif- 
icate program will be working in a project 
course using the AutoCAD system.

architects, system designers, facility plan- 
ners and others. A digitizing tablet (draw- 
ing input device) allows the user to enter 
commands and details (locations of points 
and features) as the drawingfis displayed 
on the monitor (screen). Drawing elements 
include lines, arcs, circles, solids, cross- 
hatching, etc. The dimensioning facility au- 
tomatically creates linear, angular and 
radial dimensions with or without toler- 
ances. Standard elements can be saved on 
storage media (floppy disks) for recall and 
use on other drawings. Corrections, addi- 
tions and deletions are easily accom- 
plished, adding greatly to a drafter's 
productivity. When the drawing is com- 
plete, it can be output to a plotter which 
produces an ink drawing on tracing vellum 
up to 24"x36" size. Computers provide 
drafters with another tool to produce qual- 
ity drawings more efficiently, and although 
various hardware and software configura- 
tions are available on the market, learning 
a system like AutoCAD provides a drafter 
with the basic training needed to employ 
this fast-growing technology
